I'y tlie en- 
ginacr. an<l to tlic detriment of the 
< ity, of the adjacent projicrty, and to 
tbe injary ut the sanitary advantage 
of tbe locality, as it wiU draia tba 
water againat nature, if ooaatnictail 
according to tba gradae given by tbe 
eagiaaar. TIm dataiia are to be found 
la tba ooaacii pnoaadiafa. 

Tbe otber matter waa tbat of Kev- 
enteetb street, or Pounlaio aTeniie. 
wlif're the engineer g»>e two or three 
differeiil graden on one Mock, foi 
pavements. UcpiilaMe (iti/ent hrr 
willing tu take oath any lime tlin; 
two gra<le< were given, and it i~ >aid 
on go<Hl Authority three were given — 
all on one l>loi-k. That an engineer 
tbat can't do better than tbia ia not 
oompataat for tbe poeltiea ol city 
•ngioaar of Padocab, ia tba gaaeral 
opinioB : atill tbe council doaa noth- 
ing towarda rectifying tbe wrong it 
committed in electing him. 

It IN Maiil the engineer gave giaile;* 
on Hriilk'e Rlicel which woiiM have 
lit It clown MX feet, and an it had 
alreii.ly heen iiii three feet, ttiii« 
would have made it nine f(et in all. 

Kightb street has liccn cut down 
four feet by tbe engineer.

A (letitioii from Mr. Casper N'ogt 
protesting »aa read. lie claims it 
ill ruiu his homeplsv'e, which he 
haa occupied for thirty yaara. He 
said four yaara ago be waa forced by 
iba city to nova bia faaoa aararal 
feet oft of property ba bad aeoapiad 
for thirty yaara. Ua aaid tt tbe 
auaet waa iaprorad it would take a 
rope ladder to get into bia Iwaae. 

Tbe ordinance waa given final paa- 
sage.

Judge I.. B. Huabanda waaptaaant 
and aaid be *aa tbete ia ngatd to tbe 
grade givea o» liridge atieet, at 
tun of the gravel road. He aaid in 
1896, in parenaBoe of a petition 
from property holders. City Engineer 
Wilcox gave tbe grade for street im- 
provementa. He aaid tbe profile had 
Ifeen lost and tbe grade papers bad 
never Ueen returne<l to the council. 

He said the grade given hy the 
present engineer msde a fall of nine 
feel; be aaid tbe protile of the pres- 
ent engineer would reverse tbe order 
of thi^a, and a aoMli riaa woald back 
directly bito a atieat, wbicb wU thea 
be a fagalar eaaal, owtag to tba eat 
v ataked off by tbe eagf aeer. He 
the reault would absolutely be to 
run tbe water against aatiire, and to 
high ground it was never known to 
touch hefore. He said seme of tbe 
(itH would then t>e eight feet above 
he street, and their value would be 
greatly unpaired. He aaid City 
Kogineer Poatlethwalle'a excnae waa 
that be wasted to nuke the grade of 
the street ooolorai to tbe h^gbtb ol 
tbe bridge. Tbe bridge, bowerer, ie 
four feat below bigb water 

to be bald duwBbylroa 
there is a nae. Tbe city wtU doubt- 
ess in time want to build the bridge 
above high wat«-r msrk. hut it would 
then find the street four feel below 
tbe pro|)oseil tirutge, and the new 
bridge would have to ht built belaw 
he water mark, or tbe street recon- 
strucle<l. Col. Huabanda wanted 
the grade given aa it waa origiaally 
fixed. He aaid U it wmdd radoaad 
to aay pabliogoed bewoaM aot 
compMa. 

Mr. Jeoaa aaid be agreed witb 
Col. Huabanda, and that if tba atreet 
is built as now graded, it will aeoea- 
sitate a tirirk wall to keep M tiaai 
heiug washed away. 

Col. Husbands said tbat Mr.i'etter 
bad not bid un any prufile, as a pro- 
file bad never been seen. Tbe pre- 
vious action of the council waa null 
and void, aa a raaolt. 

The mayor read tbe ordiaaaca 
relative to gradae, wbiob aaeaM to 
make tba aty eagiaeer Uabia fare 
miedaaaaaor. tbe lae for wbfeb ia 
not leaa tbaa $tO nor more than t^O. 
It allowa BO atreet or alley grade to

Mr. Elliott aaid tbe Batter waa re- 
ferred to tbe aawerage coamittee.

Far down iu the 
chaotic mam of eDgnvioge, mapa, old 
newspapen aad various productioni 
of tha bniaa and peaeilB of long ago, 
waa foood a pieca of parchment, yel- 
low with age, whidt efveiy Amarican 
will he interPFtcd to read about, and 
even- eon of Trinceton anxionito see. 
It if a historic document — the college 
diploma of .lames Maditon.tlic fourth 
prtf^uiiiit of the United State*. 

In spite of ite great age — r..'fl years 
— this memento of pre-rcvolutioDarr 
time il as perfect ai it was 00 the 7th 
day of October, 1771, when it wu 
proudljr reoeived bv the young patriot 
fram the handa «l tha famoua Dr. 
W.therapoon, then preiideot of the 
( l,>pe of New Jeiaey — loon to be a 
> .■: . T 0/ the d.rlHration of inde- 
i . 'i Iriic. — of whom John Adams 
ih:.!: "Ho is as high a aODOfUbert; 
oe r.ny man inAmorica." 

l.very letter of the quaint Latin 
in nliu'h the diploma was engraved 
fitKiidii out on the old parchment aa 
clearly as the acted deeda of ita aign- 
era upon the warrecwdaof tbaireonn^ 
try. Dark dondi wen gatherina 
around their heads. The craah of 
rrsotindicg aimii" waa aooB to be 
brought to the ears of tnton and 
rtutients whoke names make dear to 
us the anDsls of the revolution. 

James Madison was nlrfsdy dee^)!/ 
moved by the controversies between 
the colooiea and the mother countr}-. 
In the natviotic (Tcitement of ^e 
tinio "The American Whig Society" 
wu formed in NasMU ball, and iiadi- 
son, at tbe age of 19, wu one of ita 
principal foundert. With other 
students, dnssed in black, he bnmed 
while the coUcge bell tolled, a letter 
from the merchants of New York te 
the merchants cf Philadelphia an- 
nouncing the bieaking of an apree- 
ment not to import English goods. 

In his zeal to win his diploma tbs 
vouthful patriot nearly ruined hlr 
health. Ke entered in 1768 the Col- 
lege of New J enev — the name Prince- 
ton, bears in ita eharter of 1746 — and 
by allowing himself for a long period 
only three In iirs' tlecp outof tiieM, 
Ck>iin.leteil tiic course in three yeara. 
Dr. \Vitlier8poon n marked to JifTer- 
son of his lalKinniis ftmient that he 
never knew hiin to do . r fay an in- 
decent thing.
